Calcium bicarbonate may not be a word residents are familiar 
with now, but it is one that could become very familiar if a 
proposed land deal goes through. 

Canadian Minerals Inc. (CMI) is preparing to pack their bags 
and expand their operations into Didsbury before the year 2001. 

Town Mayor, Ray Lea, says the deal has been in the works for a 
number of months, and after spending a great deal of time 
examining the impact of such an industry on Didsbury he is 
confident it will be a wise economic development step. 

CMI had been scoping Didsbury when deciding that they 
wished to expand their production. The calcium bicarbonate is 
ground out of marble taken from rock quarries in Brisitsh 
Columbia. 

CMI plans to send the six inch crushed rock to Didsbury via the 
rail system to process it to be put into many products including 
things such as drywall mud, stucco, agricultural lime, and even 
antacid tablets like Turns. 

"It's an edible product," says Lea who says he was careful to 
assess the impact of a processing plant within the town. 

When he was confident that such a plant would be a positive 
addition to the town, he met with adjacent landowners to explain 
that what little byproduct there might be, is not harmful.

save the facility, nor did they 
feel their concerns were being 
heard by the chief executive 
officer of the authority.

Town officials report that 
there is still no word from the 
Minister of Health regarding 
their request for a corporate 
review of the local health 
authority. 

It was more than a month 
ago that municipal leaders 
from the communities of 
Didsbury, Carstairs and 
Mountain View County met 
with the Minister to air 
concerns regarding the local 
hospital 

They presented Halvar 
Jonson with a formal letter 
requesting a corporate review 
of Regional Health Authority 
Five stating that they felt the 
region was doing nothing to 
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Developer disagreement 

David Stanley, the developer 
of the land in Westpoint came to 
council during their last meet¬ 
ing. Stanley presented some con¬ 
cerns about the way he feels his 
development was unfairly dealt 
with and asked that council rec¬ 
tify. He said that he believed he 
was being treated unfairly by the 
town development officer and the 
CAO. 

The town's lawyer had spoken 
privately with council before 
Stanley appeared before them. 
Neither the council, nor the CAO 
responded to any of the com¬ 
plaints brought to them by 
Stanley. 

Stanley is presently involved 
in a lawsuit against a number of 
local area businesses in regards 
to his development. 

Leading leaders 

It was an appropriate place 
for Roy Brassard to present an 
update on the Mayor s Prayer 
Breakfast at town council. 
Brassard explained on June 5 the 
second annual event will take 
place. He said that the committee 
has changed it to a weekend 
event because it was felt too many 
people were unable to attend last 
year because of work commit¬ 
ments. He told council that 
Stockwell Day, provincial treas¬ 
urer has been booked as the guest 
speaker. 

"This is a prayer breakfast for 
all of our leaders... certainly it is 
the councillors we look to for 
leadership in our community," 
said Brassard. "It is really a great 
way to start out your day." 

Statements satisfying 

The town officially wrapped 
up financial business dealings 
with their last fiscal year. Coun¬ 
cil was presented with the au¬ 
dited financial statements for 
1998 which showed "a very posi¬ 
tive year-end position for the 
Town of Didsbury." There was 
an increase in the operating fund 
balance of $30,183. The package 
was brought forward by town 
financial officer and assistant 
CAO, Sandra King. She stated, 
"Our reserve position has im¬ 
proved somewhat, with a year- 
end balance of $414,243 which 


represents an increase in the 
reserve fund balance of $60,522. 
The statements also showed that 
the town is at 68.801 of its total 
debt limit, and 53.84% of its total 
service on debt limit. 

Acceptance of the audited fi¬ 
nancial statements were unani¬ 
mously carried. 

Skateboarders supported 

There has been a $2085 infu¬ 
sion of cash to the proposed skate¬ 
board park project that has been 
undertaken by a number of town 
youth involved in skateboard¬ 
ing. Coun. Gary Dolha who sits 
as a town representative on that 
committee, saw an opportunity 
at last months meeting to attain 
those funds to be put into reserve 
for the purpose of such a park. 
He requested that the proceeds of 
the sale of a parcel of closed 
roadway to the Ag Society be put 
towards the project. It was offi¬ 
cially passed in the form of a 
council motion last meeting. 

Dolha said, "I would like to 
thank council for that." 

Rutted roads 

Rutted roads are really a prob¬ 
lem in some areas of town. Wes 
Yeoman, town director of engi¬ 
neering and operational services 
is attempting to find a solution 
for some of those problems. He 
has put forward an application 
to the province under the Re¬ 
source Road Program to have 
them fund a portion of the pot¬ 
holes along 23 St. Yeoman ex¬ 
plained that it may fall under the 
program because it is often used 
as a truck route, however he 
added that he did not believe the 
project would be approved be¬ 
cause the town recently pulled 
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money from the resource Road 
Program for reconstruction of 
15 Ave. Yeoman said he thought 
it would at least be worth a try to 
lessen the burden on the road 
reconstruction budget. 

Pothole patches 

Money was put into the pot 
for potholes. The town was able 
to draw funds from the Street 
Improvement Program with the 
province. It is a cost shared pro¬ 
gram whereby the province 
picked up $58,140 of the total 
costs of all road repairs for this 
year. The agreement was offi¬ 
cially signed at the last council 
meeting. 

Remote readers 

As part of the town's applica¬ 
tion to the Municipal 2000 Spon¬ 
sorship Program, which has been 
applied to for the costs of a bylaw 
officer, the town also submitted 
an application for a project that 
will make meter reading easier. 
They are asking for $35,040 to 
remove old inside water meters 
and replace them with new elec¬ 
tronic remote read-out meters. 

Fee instituted 

Because of an increase in the 
amount of encroachment agree¬ 
ments coming into the town of¬ 
fice, the Municipal Planning 
Commission has asked council 


to approve a new fee of $250 for 
each waiver requested and $100 
be charged for the processing of 
encroachment agreements. 
Robert Wigg, town development 
officer said that this was compa¬ 
rable with fees charged by sur¬ 
rounding municipalities. Coun¬ 
cillors questioned the cost, but 
were assured the cost merely 
covered the amount of staff time 
and paperwork that goes into 
creating these agreements. Mayor 
Ray Lea called the new fee, "a 
user fee.” However, the fee is 
flexible depending on the situa¬ 
tion and if the Commission feels 
the fee should be lowered because 
of a special case, they have been 
given the authority to do so. The 
motion was carried. 

Project opposition 

Four letters from residents 
regarding their objection to a 
proposed elevator project that 
would remove the existing ga¬ 
zebo and replace it with a park 
centred around a replica of an old 
time grain elevator. All of the 
letters indicated that the authors 
were concerned that there would 
be a loss of parking space in the 
downtown core. 

Dollars for scholars 

A $ 1000 donation was made to 
the Olds Koinonia Christian 
School scholarship fund.

Clothing mystery 
still unsolved, says 
county patrol 


LONG LEAP

students huddled under blankets on the track in 
an attempt to keep warm.

The county patrol officer says he has come to a dead end in 
the investigation into huge amounts of clothing being dumped 
around the county. 

Alex McKee, patrol officer for Mountain View County says, 
"We followed up all the leads, and we've spent quite a bit of time 
on it already. We've come to an almost dead end unless we get 
some more leads." 

But, it is not that they haven't come close. 

The fourth incident occurred east of Didsbury near Moun¬ 
tain View Hall, where tons of bundles of good clothes were 
dropped in the middle of a field. A witnesses spotted the culprits 
in the act and immediately notified authorities. 

However, reports McKee, he arrived just minutes after the 
load was dumped and the culprit had escaped the scene. The 
witness was unable to attain the licence plate number, and the 
trail ran cold. 

In total now, there have been five locations where authori¬ 
ties have found huge amounts of clothing just left by the side 
of the road. It started with the first incident in March on a road 
allowance west of Olds, and finishing with the latest dump a 
few weeks ago on an abandoned farm site off Highway 2 
between Didsbury and Carstairs. 

McKee says he has been unable thus far to figure out who 
might being senselessly throwing away clothes that could be 
used for better purposes. 

He does suspect, however, that it is all coming from the same 
people, as each time the bundles of clothes are wrapped in large 
white sheets. 

One thing is for sure, there are a lot of clothes littering the 
sides of roads in the county. The first dump required a full load 
of a two ton truck to clear away. 

It is because the quantity is so large that McKee does not 
believe the items are coming from any local group. 

"No organization around the County of Mountain View has 
that much clothing," he says. 

McKee does however believe that some organization in 
Calgary has hired some company or individual to dispose of the 
clothing, and to cut corners of the cost of dumping the material 
legitimately, is using the rural areas as a virtual dump for their 
garbage. 

"We didn't want it, but we got it," he says. 

The worst part, according to McKee is that the clothing, 
much of which is virtually new, could be used for charity. 

So, if the culprits won't do something with it, local people 
will. A resident near Olds, Judy Nelson, has come out to most 
of the sites and picked up the clothing. She then sends it 
through a charity organization who delivers the clothes to 
those around the world who are suffering. 

One pile remains untidyed between Didsbury and Carstairs. 
McKee says because of the rain of the past weeks, the clothing is 
in poor shape and the county is sending someone to clean it up and 
throw it away. 

In any case, McKee says he wishes the dumping would stop 
and if they ever catch the people responsible he assures, they 
will be charged under the Environmental Protection Act and 
for Dumping Waste on Road Allowance, which is illegal. 

Mountain View County isn't the only area dealing with these 
hassles. McKee reports there has also been two drops of large 
amounts of clothing in and around Bowden, in the County of 
Red Deer.

Like I said, Alberta was a great place to live. Was, that is, 
until I had to change my car insurance over from BC to 
Alberta. 

In BC, it's really simple to insure your vehicle. ICBC is 
government owned and operated and all insurance companies 
work under the same ICBC heading. You go to one place, pay 
one price and your car is insured and registered. Actually, 
insurance and registration aren't even two separate entities in 
BC. 

Man, I didn't appreciate the simplicity of vehicular insur¬ 
ance until I tried to do the same thing out here. 

My first complaint of the whole experience would be the 
price that I was quoted for my car insurance. 

I drive a 1988 Ford Tempo, but from the prices I was given 
from a few different companies, you'd think I drove a Mercedes. 
To insure my car for one month, I would have had to pay 
almost a $400 down payment, before they would even put 
insurance on my car. After that, it would cost me about $130 
a month, and that's just for basic insurance without collision. 
Some of the other companies quoted me even higher prices. 

Their reasoning for these ridiculous prices was that I didn’t 
have enough driving experience. I'm 21 now, but when I turned 
16 I didn't feel that I was ready to drive, so I waited until I was 
almost 18 to get my driver's license. They are holding the fact 
that I was responsible about getting my license, and not just 
rushing out and getting it when I was of the legal age, against 
me. 1 never thought that being smart about driving would be 
detrimental to my bank account. 

The agents said that I had to go through a special insurance 
company because the regular companies wouldn't pick me up 
because I didn’t have five years driving experience. 

You know how hard it is to find a 21-year-old driver, with 
absolutely no tickets or accidents on her record, and insure 
her. Yeah, I guess it's easy to see why those other companies 
wouldn’t want to insure me. I'm a real road hazard. 

My next complaint would have to be the hassle it is to 
actually get plates on my car. 

First I had to have an out-of-province inspection on my car. 
That's fine, I knew this was something I had to do. The thing 
I didn’t realize was that there's a two-week time period on this 
inspection before it expires. I figured I was taking the bull by 
the horns and having the inspection done early. Little did I 
know that I almost cost myself the $60 inspection fee twice. 

So, okay, the inspection’s done. Now, I would think, the 
next step would be to get an Alberta driver's license. The thing 
is that the computer system that connects Alberta to ICBC is 
a little shaky. It only connects when it feels like it. Now I have 
a driver's license, and I must say that my picture on it is one 
of the best I've ever seen done. 

I thought that next in line would have been to register the 
car, but again, I was wrong. I needed insurance first. So I had 
to take care of that before I could register my car. 

This entire experience kept me quite busy for an afternoon. 
So, I got the insurance, got the plates, and finally got my car 
back on the road. You don’t even know what a relief that was. 

I'm really appreciating driving my car these days. After all 
the work and money to get it insured, I sometimes feel like I'm 
driving a Mercedes. 

I've made myself one promise after all this hassle though. 
I'm never moving to another province again.

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Carstairs and Cremona to share bylaw officer

Carstairs and Cremona could 
soon be getting the services of a 
bylaw officer along with the 
Town of Didsbury. 

The three towns have jointly 
applied for a government grant 
that would pay for the first year 
of services for a bylaw officer 
that would patrol all three towns 
for bylaw infractions. 

The Municipal 2000 Spon¬ 
sorship program initiated by the 
provincial government allows 
municipalities to apply for fund¬ 
ing for projects that encourage 
inter-municipal cooperation. 

The Town of Didsbury coun¬ 
cil, in addition to the councils of 


each of the other two towns 
have sent their application for 
the $60,000 grant to the prov¬ 
ince and are awaiting to hear 
the response. 

Penny Fox, CAO for the Vil¬ 
lage of Cremona said in a letter 
that she believes having a bylaw 
officer in town part-time would 
be a benefit to her community. 

"The need for a bylaw en¬ 
forcement service is something 
that our community has dis¬ 
cussed over the past two years 
and the chance to share in this 
type of project is an ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for us," says Fox. 

The Town of Carstairs passed 
a motion at their April 6 meet- 


Practical arts need 
to be protected

Some may fear that programs 
such as industrial arts, band 
and other practical arts are fad¬ 
ing fast in the face of funding 
formulas. 

Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion says they too are concerned 
that the funding for such pro¬ 
grams is getting tighter all the 
time. 

Trustee Ian Taylor spoke to 
his fellow board members dur¬ 
ing their last meeting. 

"Some of us feel apprehensive 
they (practical arts programs) 
aren’t given the attention and 
support they used to be and that 
they may be disappearing," he 
said. 

Taylor says the problem with 
the programs is that they are 
often costly and when not 
enough funding comes from gov¬ 
ernment, not enough can be 
passed onto the schools. And, in 
site based management when 
the school administrators are 
setting their budget with their 
allotted dollars, Taylor says it 
is often a case of "one lonely 
shop teacher fighting for a share 
of the budget." 

Other trustees spoke about 


the practical arts and how these 
programs are part of a wholistic 
approach to educating a child. 

A motion was put before the 
board that stated, "Chinook's 
Edge School Division #73 Board 
of Education wish to support 
and continue to support the prac¬ 
tical arts within the division." 

Trustee Doug Campbell said 
that he too had concerns about 
the viability of such programs, 
but felt that the motion pre¬ 
sented was too vague. Instead, 
he moved that the board direct 
the superintendent to come back 
to the board with "concrete ideas 
to ensure the safety of those 
programs."

ing allowing the project to be 
approved. 

However, the Town of Dids¬ 
bury has already hired a bylaw 
enforcement officer, Greg 
Hnatiuk, on a part-time basis 
which had been budgeted for in 
the operational budget for 1999. 
Town development officer, who 
was in charge of the application 
says that getting the sponsor¬ 
ship grant will offset the cost of 
that position to the taxpayers. 

According to the grant appli¬ 
cation form filled out by the 
town, "Stakeholders will enjoy 
the benefits of cleaner, safer, 


and more viable communities. 
They will have access to more 
effective bylaw enforcement 
services, at a significantly re¬ 
duced cost to the taxpayers of 
all three communities." 

Wigg explains that if the ap¬ 
plication is approved, Hnatiuk 
would divide his full-time status 
between the three areas based 
on need and population. 

In Didsbury, Hnatiuk's main 
focus will be bylaw infractions 
focusing around the issues of 
parking, noise, weeds, business 
bylaws, and most of all educat¬ 
ing the public regarding bylaws. 


It is expected that Hnatiuk 
will also be obtaining special 
constable status which would 
allow him to patrol for all high¬ 
way law infractions including 
concerns such as speed. Wigg 
says he believes that this would 
not only help to keep all three 
communities safer, but would 
allow the RCMP to focus on the 
more important issues facing 
them. 

Hnatiuk says he is hopeful 
that the application is approved 
by the province because he looks 
forward to being able to serve 
all three towns.

Car seat round-up tor Olds bury 

From Didsbury Public Health Nursing 

Garage sale shopping? When considering purchasing a carseat, 
crib or walker from the local garage sale - think safety first. Most of 
the car seats that end up in garage sales are no longer safe. Some of 
the reasons include: the seat is over 10 years old, the car seat is 
missing original parts, the seat was recalled by the manufacturer, or 
the seat has been damaged in some way. 

Although baby walkers are used with good intentions, the largest 
number of head injuries in children come from falls down stairways 
in infant walkers. Walkers allow children to access things that they 
may not be ready for; such as stairs or reaching up to dangerous 
dangling cords. Baby walkers are no longer for sale. 

Cribs that were made prior to 1986 are dangerous. They do not 
meet current government standards, and it is illegal to sell these 
cribs. All cribs made in Canada must have a label stating when they 
were made. 

Public Health Nursing is hosting a round-up to collect and 
destroy unsafe carseats, baby walkers and cribs. This is the first 
round-up of this type in this area and the public is urged to collect 
and drop off these items at the Health Unit (at the hospital) during 
the month of June. Other events happening at the health unit during 
the month of June include: Think, Think Again carseat safety 
education evening. Grade One/ preschool immunizations.

I think Mom was 90 when she fell in the bathroom and 
broke her hip. The bathroom door opened inward and she 
had fallen against it, so they had a terrible time getting 
her out of there. My sister Marj, who lived with and cared 
for Mom, was totally distraught and when the door had 
been removed and Mom was finally extricated, Marj 
grabbed a jacket to accompany Mom to the hospital. As 
the ambulance attendants carried the stretcher through 
the front hall one of them looked up and said, "my this is 
a nice old house.” "It was built in 1917," said a calm little 
voice from the stretcher, "and Marjie don't wear that 
coat." 

Mom has been gone for almost four years but her 
influence will be with us forever. Last week Marj, who has 
been retired for at least 15 years, dreamed that she was 
very late for work and was standing in front of her closet 
trying to find something to wear. Nothing was the least 
bit suitable, fortrel pant suits, long sleeved filmy prints, 
short tight skirts and blouses in neon colours. She was 
sick with worry and kept desperately sorting through 
these weird outfits. Mom just stood behind her saying, 
"you knew you had to go to work today dear. Why didn't 
you make more of an effort to have some decent clothes 
ready." 

Mom had class and style and she loved clothes. She was 
tall and slim with good posture and she walked gracefully. 
She and I had many a dreadful hour over the way I walked. 
"Like some kind of awkward cowboy," she would tell me, 
and since I had no idea what she wanted from me, or how 
to walk any other way than what I was doing, all that was 
accomplished was that I became more self conscious and 
more awkward. I remember catching a glimpse of myself 
in a store window and realizing that in my effort to 
maintain good posture I was actually leaning backwards. 
Small wonder I kept tripping over things. 

When the folks moved to Ponoka, Mom got a job at The 
Dress Rite Ladies Wear. The Dress Rite carried only top 
brands and leading labels. They had lovely clothes and it 
wasn't long before Mom had her own clientele who de¬ 
pended on her to pick the styles and colours that would be 
most flattering. She sometimes went with the owner on 
buying trips, she modelled in their annual fashion show, 
and she was an alteration wizard who routinely changed 
a size 12 to an 8, 10 or 14. For we three daughters, our 
shopping days were over. 

"A new Jantzen order came in this week,” she would 
say, "and there is a grey tweed skirt that would be perfect 
with your blue blouse." Or, "we are having a sale starting 
Monday, do you want to come down Sunday night and 
look at a few things I put aside?" We were so totally spoiled 
that when Mom finally retired we had no idea how to shop 
for ourselves. I didn't buy a new coat for years because it 
seemed like such a hassle to actually have to take the time 
to look for and try on things that had not been pre¬ 
selected for my taste and color preferences. 

Mom did not retire from fashion when she left the store. 
She had strong opinions and did not hesitate to share 
them. "Isn't that a kind of an, at home, dress dear." "Surely 
you weren't planning to wear those shoes." "Are you 
wearing a good bra?" "Why do you insist on wearing that 
neckline?" "You should wear a vee neck." I think she was 
about 92, recovered from her broken hip and using a 
walker only part of the time when we had the culottes 
confrontation. I was speaking to a group at Camrose and 
getting ready at her house. What are you going to wear, 
a skirt I hope." "Uh, yeah." "Not Culottes." "Yes, actually 
I am wearing culottes." 'Well if you knew what you looked 
like from behind." 

She wore high heel pumps when she was past 90 
because flats were too casual with her good dresses. She 
wore beautiful rings when her dear old hands were almost 
too frail to lift them and lovely softly draped scarves when 
she became flat chested even with a "good bra." Mom was 
amazing and wonderful and she loved us to bits and we 
loved her in return. Sometimes she was a pain in the neck. 
Aren't we all.

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Focus on 
the Family 


James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: We're going to move to another state in a few 
months. I know it's going to be tough for my children, who have 
so many little friends at school. How can I get them ready for life 
in a new city? 

DR. DOBSON: Moving to a new school or a new town can be 
an unpleasant experience for children, but there are some ways 
to make it easier for them. 

Preparation and forethought are the keys. Educator Cheri 
Fuller recommends that those who are about to relocate call a 
family meeting to talk about what's going to happen. Begin to lay 
plans together. It's sad to say goodbye to good friends, and it's hard 
to make new ones. Try establishing pen pals for your children in 
the new school long before the move is to occur. Relationships can 
blossom through the mail so that the kids are not entirely 
unknown in the new location. 

It's also helpful to create curiosity about the new city or 
neighborhood you're moving to. Write to the state tourist bureau 
or to the Chamber of Commerce and ask for brochures and maps. 
When your children begin to understand the adventure of mov¬ 
ing, they may develop a more positive attitude toward leaving. A 
bit of preparation and a healthy dose of communication can help 
clear the way for a smoother journey to a new home. 

QUESTION: When my wife left me for another man, I felt like 
the whole thing was my fault. I still feel that way. I had never even 
looked at another woman, yet here I am taking the blame for her 
affair. Rationally, I know I'm being very unfair to myself, but I 
can't heip it. Or can I? 

DR. DOBSON: It is the typical reaction of a rejected spouse 
like yourself to take full responsibility for the behavior of an 
unfaithful spouse. The wounded partner - the person who was 
clearly the victim of the other’s irresponsibility -- is the one who 
suffers the greatest pangs of guilt and feelings of inferiority. 

How strange that the one who tried to hold things together in 
the face of obvious rejection often finds himself or herself wonder¬ 
ing: "How did I fail? I just wasn't good enough to hold my spouse. 
I am nothing, or my partner wouldn't have left. If only I had been 
more exciting as a sexual partner. I drove my spouse away - I 
wasn't pretty or handsome enough. I didn't deserve my spouse in 
the first place." 

The blame for marital disintegration is seldom the fault of the 
husband or wife alone. It takes two to tangle, and there is always 
some measure of shared blame for a divorce. However, when one 
marriage partner makes up her mind to behave irresponsibly, to 
become involved extramaritally, or to run from family commit¬ 
ments and obligations, she usually seeks to justify her behavior 
by magnifying the failures of her spouse. "You didn't meet my 
needs, so I had to satisfy them somewhere else," is the familiar 
accusation. By increasing the guilt of her partner in this way, she 
reduces her own culpability. For a husband or wife with low self¬ 
esteem, these charges and recriminations are accepted and 
internalized as indisputable facts. 

You must resist the temptation to take all the blame. I'm not 
recommending that you sit around hating the memory of your 
wife. Bitterness and resentment are emotional cancers that rot us 
from within. However, I would encourage you to examine the 
facts carefully. 

Ask yourself these questions: "Despite my many mistakes and 
failures in my marriage, did I value my family and try to preserve 
it? Did my wife decide to destroy it, and then seek justification for 
her actions? Was I given a fair chance to resolve the areas of 
greatest irritation? Could I have held her even if I had made all the 
changes she wanted? Is it reasonable that I should hate myself for 
this thing that has happened?" 

If you examine objectively what has occurred, you might begin 
to see yourself as a victim of your wife's irresponsibility rather 
than as a worthless failure at the game of love.

about 300,000 acres are ir¬ 
rigated. If the average oxy¬ 
gen production is estimated 
at 2/3 of Ontario com, then 
each acre provides oxygen 
for 86 people. The total 
supported in this one pro¬ 
duction area in the prov¬ 
ince is about 25 million 
people, and this estimate 
doesn't even count the 
other 1.2 million dryland 
crop and rangeland acres 
in the County of Newell, in 


southern Alberta." 

What about carbon di¬ 
oxide absorption? At 6.6 
tons absorbed per acre, the 
resulting carbon from over 
700,000 litres of burned 
gasoline is absorbed, an 
impressive amount. 

"In Alberta, more pro¬ 
ducers are also engaging 
in direct seeding," said 
Frank.

As a re¬ 
sult, more carbon stays in 


the soil and eventually be¬ 
comes very stable humus. 
Direct seeding also reduces 
tractor hours to less than 
half of normal and that 
means fuel use drops sig¬ 
nificantly which also re¬ 
duces carbon dioxide pro¬ 
duction, a win-win situa¬ 
tion." 

The recent Kyoto Agree¬ 
ment clearly pointed to the 
need to reduce emissions. 
The efficiency and high pro¬ 


duction of today's agricul¬ 
ture makes for a better en¬ 
vironment. Research into 
even more efficient farm¬ 
ing, environmentally sus¬ 
tainable agriculture prac¬ 
tices, pest resistant crops 
that reduce the need for 
pesticides, stronger and 
more vigorous seed varie¬ 
ties and many other tech¬ 
nological advancements 
are continually being 
worked on.

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Helmet supporters 
frustrated by 
minister's decision 

Supporters of mandatory bicycle helmet legislation are 
adamantly opposed to the Minister of Transportation and 
Utilities’ suggestion that municipalities would be given the 
ability to opt out of the province-wide regulations. 

Wednesday's statements are not consistent with those made 
by the Minister six weeks ago. In a press release of March 31, 
Minister Walter Paszkowski stated the following: 

"Input from municipalities, other organizations and the 
public suggested that a province-wide rule should be estab¬ 
lished. As a result, these two items will be dealt with provin- 
cially under the Rules of the Road Regulations and Equipment 
Regulations." 

"Mr. Paszkowski's statement in March made us believe that 
he understood the importance of having province-wide laws 
regarding bike helmets. Letting the municipalities opt out is 
not an acceptable solution," said Joanne Vincenten, Executive 
Director, Alberta Centre for Injury Control and Research. 

Stakeholders told the minister in January that mandatory 
bike helmets must be dealt with provincially. If the municipali¬ 
ties are able to opt out a patchwork of differing laws will result. 
It will be difficult to inform the public about the laws and the 
areas where they are in effect. 

Confusion among the public will create difficulties for en¬ 
forcement by the municipalities. If enforcement is difficult, 
enforcement rates will be lower, thereby undermining the 
importance of the law and the contribution it can make to the 
safety of Albertans. 

It is the responsibility of the Government of Alberta to 
enhance the safety of its citizens by enacting provincial legis¬ 
lation and regulations regarding mandatory bicycle helmets. 

The Minister seems to think that Albertans are not commit¬ 
ted to mandatory bicycle helmet legislation. 

But supporters are questioning the Minister's sources of 
information when he states that "the communication were 
getting is close to 50-50" regarding support for mandatory 
bicycle helmets. 

But the public consultations he discussed in March have not 
yet been done. 

"Where is the science in the Minister's survey?" questions 
Jackie Petruk, Director of SAFE KIDS, Children's Health 
Centre. 

A scientific study conducted by the Population Laboratory 
at the University of Alberta says that 72.5% of Albertans are 
in favour of mandatory helmet laws for children 18 and under 
and 65.4% are in favour of it for all ages. 

A survey of Alberta parents shows that 77% are in favour for 
all ages. 

"How many surveys do we have to do before he knows that 
this is what Albertans want?" asks Petruk.

OBITUARY 

CUNNINGHAM: Mr. Clarence Andrew (Hoop)Cunningham passed away on Sunday. May 9 in Saskatoon at the age of 80. 
He was born in Medicine Hat. AB on Oct. 10, 1918. At that time his parents were homesteading on a quarter section at 
Empress. The following year they moved to Didsbury where he lived until joining the Royal Canadian Air Force. He took 
all of his schooling in Didsbury, graduating from grade 12 in 19.36. For the next four years he worked mostly at carpentry 
work. CA Cunningham joined the Royal Canadian Air Force on Jan. 7. 1941 in Calgary. He trained at Brandon & Rivers, 
Manitoba. Regina. Edmonton and Saskatoon. At Saskatoon he was promoted to the rank of Pilot Officer and awarded his 
pilots wing. After further navigational training at Charlottetown. PEI he was sent overseas leaving Canada late in 1941. Then 
followed three months on an Operational Training Unit at Stranraer and Invergordon in Scotland. From June 5, 1942 until 
May 1.3. 194.3 he completed a tour of operations with #202 Squadron, an RAF squadron Hying Sunderlands and Catalinas 
on convoy escort and anti-submarine work from their base at Gibraltar. Posted back to the UK he spent his rest period as an 
instructor at Lough Erne in Northern Ireland and as a test pilot. In early 1944 he came back to Canada on a leave of one month. 
On returning to the UK. he was posted to #42.3 RCAF Squadron at Castle Arehdale. Northern Ireland and promoted to the 
rank of Squadron-Leader. This second tour of operations ran from April 1944 to August 1945. V-J Day came and went 
and he was sent home to Canada and demobilized in October 1945. Almost immediately he started to work in 
construction. For the next 40 years he worked as a General Contractor. During that time he built 75 bridges of all 
types, sidewalks, curbs, gutters, water treatment plants, sewerage treatment plants, irrigation structures and 
earthworks. He was predeceased by his father James Robert Cunningham and mother Emma Stanley Cunnigham and 
more recently by his first wife Mary Elizabeth Cunningham. He is survived by his second wife Blanche Elizabeth 
Cunningham and his three sons, their wives and their children. James Cunningham, wife Barbara, their two children 
Erin and Scott. David Cunningham, wife Beverly, their two children. Jessie and Jackie. Peter Cunningham and Jean 
Cunningham, their four children. Justin, Eric. Ryan and Adam. He is survived by two sisters Alma Shannon and Lois 
Shannon, and by two nieces and two nephews. There was no funeral at his request, but friends and family attended 
a celebration of his life on May 15 in Taber.
